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Loading 
Programs 


There are two types of programs for the Atari 8-bit computers. The first kind are BASIC programs. 
These programs have the extension of .BAS. To load, place the disk label-side up into your disk drive, 
close the latch, and turn on the computer. Atari 400/800 owners must have the BASIC cartridge 
installed; XL/XE owners have BASIC inside their machine automatically. If a menu is displayed on the 
screen, type the number next to the program to run it. : 


Binary files usually have the extension .COM, but occasionally end with .EXE or .OBJ. To load, place 
the disk label-side up into your disk drive and close the latch, and turn on the computer. Atari 400/800 
owners must have no cartridges installed; Atari XL/XE owners must hold down the OPTION key while 
turning on the computer to disable BASIC. If a menu is displayed, type the number next to the 
program to run it. 


You may find that not all binary programs will run from the menus (most notably some utility programs). 

To load these, load DOS 2.5 into your machine (DOS 2.5 was included when you bought your disk 
drive, refer to your owner's manual for details). When the menu comes up, remove the DOS disk and 
put the disk with the program you wish to load into the disk drive. Type ‘1’, and hit RETURN. The 
program will now ask for a filename. Enter the filename, and hit RETURN, and the program will load, 

(For example, if you want to load SUPRBOOT.COM, hit L’, RETURN, then SUPRBOOT,COM’ and RETURN.) 

For a list of the filenames on your disk, type ‘A’, RETURN, RETURN, from the main menu of DOS 2.5, 


Many programs have documentation files included with them. These typically end with .DOC, but 
sometimes end with .TXT as well. To view these, one thing you can do is buy a special program, like a 
documentation viewer utility or a word Processor, such as Textpro (see Disks #220/221) You can load 
and view documenation files with these programs, and with a word processor and a printer, you may 
print the documentation files as well. 


You may also view and print .DOC files from DOS 2.5, Load DOS and put the disk with the .DOC file 
you wish to view in the disk drive. Type ‘C’, and RETURN. Type the filename of the .DOC file, then “.E:’, 
RETURN to display it to the screen. To pause and continue display to the screen, press the CONTROL 
and ‘I’ key simultaneously. To print the file, hit ‘C’, RETURN, the filename, ‘,P:’, and RETURN. 


If you have an XL or XE computer, you may need a Translator Disk (#217) to load and run some of the 
programs. If a program fails to load, try loading the Translator Disk first. We have tried to note which 
programs in our catalog required the Translator, but there may be others and you may have other 
programs that would work on your computer with the Translator.
